During the week ended April 25, 1905, 9 deaths have been officially 
reported, as follows: Malaria, 2; bilious fever, 1; pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, 2; pneumonia, 1; capillary bronchitis, 1; diarrhea, 1; dropsy, 1. 

There have been no more cases of yellow fever reported in Colon 
since April 6, and none have been reported in Panama since March 27. 

That thirty-one days should elapse without a case occurring in 
Panama, with its present large nonimmune population, and that so few 
cases have occurred in Colon, are evidence of the excellent work done 
by the sanitary department. 

Report from Bocos del Toro, fruit port. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Osterhout reports as follows: Week ended 
April 22, 1905. Present officially estimated population not obtainable; 
no deaths; prevailing diseases, malarial fever; general sanitary condi- 
tion of this port and the surrounding country during the week, good. 

Bills of health were issued to the following-named vessels: 
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Fruit vessels arriving from Colon hound for New Orleans not to he 

refumigated at Bocas. 

Instructions have been sent the representative of the Louisiana State 
board of health that he need not fumigate fruit vessels arriving from 
Colon and bound to New Orleans, provided they have been so treated 
by this Service prior to their departure from Colon.
